Swashington, D. C., April 24.—[Special.}— 
Matthew Stanley Quay was today denied a 


best in the Senate on the appointment of 


Gevernor Stone of Pennsylvania by a slender 
margin of one vote. The vote on the resolu- 
tion declaring he was not entitled to a seat 
was 33 to 32. 

Party lines were entirety obliterated, thir- 
teen Republicans, fourteen Democrats, and 
six Populists and independents voting 
against the seating of Mr. Quay and twenty- 
en Republicans and five Democrats vot- 
ing in favor of giving him the seat. 

Aside from this four Republicans and five 
Democrats were paired against Mr. Quay 
and seven Republicans, one Democrat, and 
one independent were paired for him. Four 
Senators were not paired and did not vote. 

In anticipation of the settlement of this 
famous case, which has dragged along since 
the beginning of the session, a tremendous 
crowd had gathered: The galleries. were 
crowded, mostly by women, and around the 
walls of the Senate was a fririge of members 
of the House and other persons entitled to 
the privileges of the floor. Interest in the 
gate Was kept up until the last, as some of 

‘the best speakers entered the debate. 

At 4 o'clock Senator Frye, the presiding 
@ficer, announced the time had arrived to 
vote. Instantly a hush fell on the audience,

LONDON, April 28, 3 a. m.—The real ex- 
tent of Lord Roberts’ forward movement. 
has just become known in London: All his 
divisions except the Sixth and one brigade 
of the Seventh are in motion. His first ob- 
ject is the relief of Wepener and to round up 
Olivier’s commando at the same time. No

The original movement to succor Dalgety’s 

garrison began with’ the advance of Brabant 


with Hart's Brigade and a large number 


ot colonials from Rouxville, supported by a 
simultaneous advance by Rundle with the 
Third and Eighth Divisions from Redders- 
burg. The total strength of these two col- 
umns is estimated at 14,000,

Second Stage of Move. _ 

The second stage began with the sending 
of Pole-Carew with the Eleventh Division 
and French with two brigades of cavairy 
and one corps of mounted infantry to pro- 
ceed a.ong the Dewetsdorp road and strike 
the Boers on N er fiank and front of 
Rundle.

Kop and since then advanced to Tweedegeluk, 


near Paardekraal, eighteen miles distant { 


from Dewetsdorp. They are in signal com- 
munication | with Rundle.’ 


Third Move to Sanna’s Post. : 

The third stage wds the sending lan Ham- 
Uton with a strong division of mounted in- 
fantry to occupy Sanna’s Post, better 
known as the Bloemfontein water works, 
thus threatening Thaba N’Chu and the roads 
running north from Dewetsdorp. The Ninth 
Division has been sent to Hamilton's aid. 
as the Boers are in great force at this point, 


0 Block Modder Bridge. 

The last move of Lord Roberts was to send 
one brigade of the Seventh Division to sieze 
the bridge over the Modder at Krantzkraal, 
near Sanna’ 8 van which is used much by 
the Boers. 

The total of all these forces is supposed to 
be 40,000, and Olivier’s force, which they ex- 
pect to surround and capture is about 10,000. 

The Boers also have 12,000 men between 
Thaba N’Chu and Ladybrand, and the rest 
of Kruger’ s army is south of Brantfort.

Tord Roberts Spreads His Net. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

LONDON. April 25, 5 a. m.—The reports 
that the siege of Wepener had been prac- 
tically raised were apparently prematufe. 
The Boer attack upon Colonel Dalgety's 
northern position as described from Maseru 
was probably a final attempt to rush the 
garrison before securing a safe retreat, 
and, as Colonel Dalgety successfully re- 
pulsed the attack, little further anxiety 10 
felt on his account. 

Lord Roberts has now spread a net with 
some 40,000 or more men, and 150 guns, 
covering the whole western semi-circle 
around Wepener, while General Hamilton 
has occupied the water works, practically 
without opposition. 

The seventh division, under General 
Tucker, assisted by naval guns, has made 
a demonstration from Karee Siding, the 
Boers showing some opposition. At the 
same time a brigade moved out from Glen 
to take up a position on a range of hills 
at Gennaadenale, north of the Modder. The 
water works were found undamaged, with 
the exception of the removal of the 1 
valves of the pumping engines. 


Boers Have Chance to Get Out. 

' ‘The Boers now can only escape, without 
risking an encounter, northward to Lady- 
brand, and the chance of a successful out- 
come of the plans of Lord Roberts depends 
on ‘whether the British troops can reach 
Thaba N’Chu and Ladybrand before the 
retreating commandos from Dewetsdorp and 
Wepener. 

All‘ the correspondents report that the 
roads are in a terrible conditton, which ac- 
counts for the slow progress of the British 
columns, and, if the Boers are as well in- 
formed of the British plans as they hitherto 
have. been, they are likely again to escape. 
It is now within three weeks of. the date 
predicted for the British occupation of Pre- 
toria, and, although the present operations, 
as suggested in some quarters, may be the 
beginning of the main advance, it is not 
certain that they will net entail a further:

DUKE WHO HAS JUST DIED HAD 


Possessed of Enormous \ Wealth, Thir- 
teen Titles, and Many Talents—Was 
Always His Own Valet and Shaved 
Himself—Rose at 7 O'Clock Each

LONDON, April 25, 8 a. m.—The death of 
the Duke of Argyll removes a man of many 
distinctions and the greatest land-owner in 
the kingdom, holding 170.000 acres.

strengthened by accessions from the north, 
and, as regards equipment, discipline, and 
cohesion, were equal, if not superior, to any 
that had been raised in support of the m- 
surgent cause. 

„General Otis committed the task of the 
destruction or dispersion of the forces with-. 
in this district to two expeditionary brigades, 
commanded respectively by Brigadier Gen- 
erals Wheaton and Schwan. In and about 
the two Towns of Bacoor and Imus, in north- 
ern Cavite, there were and long had been in- 
surgent bodies of considerable size, some of 
which had actually besieged our garrisons 
in those towns. These insurgent bodies 
General Wheaton’s command attacked and 
completely routed on Jan. 7 last. 

General Schwan’s Campaign. 
„Further disintegration of the remnants 


of this force—giving it, so to speak, the 
coup de grace '—of suppressing the insur-

A foreigner who brings such suit must 


have resided in this country for more than 


a year prior to the accruing of the claim or 
cause of action. The provisions of the law 
will cover cases one year previous 
to its enactment. | 

This action is the direct result of the 
lynching of Italians in uisiana and the 
representations made by Baron Fava, the 


Itallan Ambassador. As is well known, 


when an outrage of this sort is perpetrated 
on a foreigner the general government is 
helpless and can do nothing but express its 
regret to the government of which the in- 
jured person is a subject and ask Congress 
te make an appropriation for the relief of 
the family of the person injured or killed. 

More than once the State department has 
been placed in an embarrassing position be- 
cause it was unable to do anything, and 
when Congress has appropriated money for 
families on members of which the wrath 
of mobs had been visited it was specifically

New York Developments. 


Reports were in general circulation in both 
New York and Chicago yesterday that the 
chairmanship of the American Steel and 
Wire company would be taken by Philip 
W. Moen of Worcester, Mass., succeeding 
John W. Gates. Mr. Moen is Third Vice 
President of the company and was formerly 
of the firm of Washburn & Moen, which en- 
tered the company when the combination 
was formed last year. | 

The report that Mr. Gates will retire is 
received with much credence, though there 
are several different reports as to who his 
successor is likely to be. The belief is that 
will be determined on May 7, when the 
Board of Directors meets. 

If Mr. Moen becomes chairman thé selec- 
tion would be regarded favorably. Being an 
Eastern man he would be likely to direct the 
business of the company from New York, 
instead of Chicago, 

New York, April 24.— [Special. Today 
was not without its developments in the 
steel situation, the most important of which 
was a conference held in the offices of the 
Federal Steel company by representatives 
of the following concerns: The Lackawanna 
Iron and Steel company, the Maryland Steel 
company, the Pennsylvania Steel company, 
the Tennessee Iron, Coal and Railway com- 
pany, the Colorado Fuel and Iron company, 
the National Steel company, the Carnegie 
company, and, of course, the Federal Steel 
company. The pig iron trade was also rep- 
resented, and the purpose of the conference, 
as subsequently announced by Judge Gary, 
was to discuss the general situation and de- 
termine definitely how sound is the basis 
upon which present prices are founded. The 
conference lasted for more than two hours, 
and at its conclusion Judge Gary of the 
Federal Steel company gave out the follow- 
lag statement: 

‘* During the day I have conversed with the 
Presidents }f most of the companies en- 
gaged in the manufacture of pig iron and 
steel, and, with no exception, all state there 
is nothing in the general situation to justify 
any reduction in the present prices; and I 
am certain none is contemplated. This 
does not, of course, include the wire com- 
pany, which, I am informed, has heretofore 
published some reductions.”’ 5 

It was denied by all those who participated 
in the conference that the affairs of the 
American Steel and Wire company had been 
discussed beyond their. bearing on current 
trade conditions. Earlier in the day there 
had been a conference between Chairman 
Gates and President Lambert of the Amer- 
ican Steel and Wire company and Judge 
Gary of the Federal Steel company. This 
meeting was believed to have some under- 
lying significance owing to the fact that ru- 
mors have lately been current to the effect 
that the Federal Steel company proposed 
to get eontrol of the American Steel and 
Wire company and harmonize the interests 
of the two concerns. Messrs. Gates and Gary 
each declared, however, that this triangu- 
lar meeting had been called merely for the 
rpose of discussing certain business trans- 


tions between the American Steel and 


Wire company and the Federal Steel com- 
pany, and by this was meant the breach 
of contract on the part of the former which 


nas necessitated the closing of the Joliet

Official Holds Grocers Blameless 
for Short Bushels and 


D 


People who buy potatoes, apples, onions, 
beans, and other commodities by the bushel, 
half bushel, peck, or quart measure shortly 
will be asgured of getting their full amount 
of all staples sold by those measures. Hdy- 
ing followed up the disclosures made in Tun 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE of April 1 City Sealer 
Quinn decided yesterday the majority of the 
measures in use in the city fail to conform 
with the standard established by the State 
statute, that nine out of ten in capacity are 
short several cubic inches: of what they 
should be, and that as a result the people 
annually are mulcted of several hundred 
thousands of dollars.. 3 

Notices were sent during the day to fac- 
tories making measures to supply the Chi- 
cago market that further invoices shipped 
to this city must be of statute size or they 
would condemned. A large factory at 
Kokomo, Ind., which has been. making 
measures that have received the approval 
of the City Sealer’s office, was sent a no- 
tice to the same effect. Announcement will > 
be made also to grocers that if their meas- 
ures now in use, and which have been 
stamped O. K.“ by the City Sealer, do not 
conform to the style prescribed by the 
statute they will have to be discarded. 


Measure Tested in Court. 

The City Sealer came to the decision to 
order a change in the standard of city meas- 
ures immediately after noting the facts 
brought out during the hearing of the case 
of Feilchenfeld Bros., 313 Fifty-fifth streét, 
accused before Justice Martin in the Harri- 
son Street Police Court of selling staples 
from peck measures containing fifty-four . 
cubic inches less than the standard peck 
measure defined in the State laws. The peck 
measure used by Feilchenfeld Bros, was pro- 
duced in court bearing the stamp of the City 
Sealer. Measurements before the court 
showed it to be 9 inches in diameter and T% 
inches deep, containing 493% cubic inches. 
This is 54 55-100 cubic inches less than the 
statute requires. No blame was attached to 
the grocers, however, City Sealer Quinn 


‘said. as the measure was as large as those 


used in nearly every grocery store in the 


| city and conformed to a standard that had 
been used and certified as correct in the city 


for the last fifteen years. The case was dis- 
missed. 
Fail to Conform with Law. 

The regulation half bushel measure, as 
prescribed by statute, shéuld be fourteen - 
inches tn diameter by seven inches deep, on- 
taining 1,075 cubic inches. Examination of 
half bushel measures taken at random from 
groceries in all parts of the city shows that 
they range from 12x9 inches, containing 
1,017 cubic inches, to 13½% x inches, con- 
taining 1,037 cubic inches. 

The two-quart measures were found to 
contain 129, 123, and 111 cubic inches, when 
each should hold 134 1-25 cubic inches. Quart 
measures were found to hold 60, 66, and 58 
cubic inches, when each should contain 
cubic inches. 

The difference in any one case is small, 
City Sealer Quinn said, but as a shortage of 
a few cubic inches in each measure amounts 
to a vast total in the course of a year it

Gain from Buying by Weight. 

Contributing to the small gains afforded 
dealers by using these false measures is the 
fact that In most cases the staples sold by 
measure are bought by them by weight. The 
lawful weight of a bushel of potatoes Is sixty 
pounds. A dealer buying 6,000 pounds of 
potatoes from the car receives 100 full bush- 
els. Selling them in measures at precisely 
the price a bushel paid for them by weight 
the dealer makes a profit estimated at 37 per 
cent. The lawful weight of a peck of pota- 
toes is fifteen pounds, but the ordinary Chi- 


cago peek measure of potatoes weighs a 


trifle less than thirteen pounds. These small 
gains of the dealers, while no hardship to the 
average purchaser, amount in a year to enor- 
is figures. 
Holds Grocers Are Blameless, 
** Nothing can be said against the grocers 
who have been using these measures, said 
the City Sealer. They are entirely inno- 
cent in the matter. The fault, if any, lies 
at the door of the City Sealer, and I am 
willing to take all the blame, if blame there 
be in the matter. The standards now used 
by the City Sealer to determine the corréct- 
ness of measures have been used, however, 
for the last fifteen years. They do not con- 
form to the standard prescribed by the

Cause for complaint has been found in 
the shape of some of the measures, which, 
being higher but less in lateral diameter 
than the regulations provide for, contain 
the requisite number af cubic inches but do 
not allow as large a heap to be made on top 
as on the broader base measures.

think these measures can be attacked. As 


long as a measure contains the requisite 
number of cubic inches no just cause of com- 
plaint exists because it is of narrow base 
and does not allow as high a heap as @ 
broad base measure.“

from experience that the living in Europe 
is cheaper only because one is satisf§ed with 


any more inexpensive than in America, 

The truth is, were the American to live 
in Europe as he lives at home—his house 
supplied with the comforts, his table spread 
with the variety and liberality he is accus- 
tomed to in his native land—he would find 
his bills at the end of the month amount- 
ing to fully as much, if not more, than they 
do in America. 

‘There was a time when good board and 

ng in continental Europe were inex- 
pensive, but that time was before the Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples of the globe began to 
fiock there every season. As soon as the 
Englishman or the American—and especial- 
ly the latter—begins to frequent a country 
or city prices rise. The native of Dresden, 
of Berlin, of Vienna, of Paris, of Rome, will 
tell you provisions, rents, and even servant 
hire have known an incre in price of 
from 5 to 15 per cent during the years since 
the English and American traveler began 
Only in the smaller 
towns, where the sightseer rarely appears, 


of Europe grow dearer every year. 


American Pays the Price. 

Just why thé American—he is the chief cul- 
prit in this respect—should cause prices to 
rise is not difficult to explain. Although a 
sharp business-man, the typical American is 
no haggler: If he wishes to buy a thing he 
pays the price asked for it, or if that price be 
too high he leaves it alone. This straight- 
forward method is largely responsible for 
the reputation he enjoys of being the pos- 
sessor of limitless wealth—the completing 
and fixing of that reputation is accomplished 
by those travelers who, possessed of money 
and little else, rush noisily about Europe, 
the easy prey and the laughing stock of the 
Buropean, and the source of regret and fre- 
quent disgust to their countryman who is un- 
fortunate enough to meet them. 

t is these loud-voiced, spread-eagle indi- 

uals who enter a shop, price an article, 
‘and exclaimh: how cheap! The Euro- 
pean shopkeeper may be slow perhaps, 
but he is not without wit, and a few such 
exclamations result in the price of the article 
that was so cheap being advanced the 
next time an American or Englishman enters 
his shop. 

This is why in so many cities in Europe 
goods have two prices—one for the native and 
‘one for the foreigner. The rich American of 
the mushroom type is responsible for it, and 
the entire traveling public has to do penance 
for his sinnirg. 

_ Europe’s Expensive Three. 
Of all cities in Europe Vienna, Paris, and

Live the Simple Way.

Breakfast here consists of coffee, tea, or 
chocolate and two or three semmels and 
butter. An egg may be added if one wishes 
an especially hearty breakfast. 

Dinner usually cansists of one or two 
courses of meat and vegetables and a sim- 
ple dessert. A soup may be served first, 
but soup-eating is not so prevalent here as 
in Germany, In the afternoon, at 4 or 5 


o'clock, tea or coffee, with 4 roll or 
bit f cake, is taken, and in the 
evening a supper of cold meats or a stew or

Far less of entertaining df friends and 
acquaintances is done here than in Amer- 
ica—the come-and-have-dinner-with-me 
habit is virtually unknown among the Vien- 
nese—and when friends go out roe each 
pers his own bill.

Perfect a Cigar Machine. H 
German Manufacturers Improve an . 
vention So That Its Product Can Be 


Turned Out Rapidly and Superior in 
Quality to Hand-Rolled Goods,

LEIPZIG, April 10,—Five years ago a 
Belgian, Jean Reuse, invented a machine 
for putting the outside wrapper on cigars. 
For fifty years inventors have tried in vain, 
as hundreds of unsuccessful patents show, 
to produce a machine that would do away 
with rolling by hand. Reuse's machine was 
welcomed by cigar manufacturers at that 
time as the solution of the problem. It 
proved, however, not to be durable on ac- 


good work for a time, but soon became in- 
accurate. Several Germans set to work to 
supply these deficiencies, and as a result 
nae constructed a machine that works 
f lessly and is at the same time durable. 


and the dispensing with the complicated 
mechanism has changed the machine almost 
entirely. 

As the machine now stands it consists of 
two pairs of fluted bronze jaws, which cor- 
respond with the form of the cigar. The 
jaws grasp the cigar alternately and give 
it a short turn and release it again, one pair 
releasing as the other takes hold. In Reuse's 
machine the jaws were supplied with teeth 
which would sometimes puncture a delicate 
wrapper and the jaws would press the cigar 
so tight that it would not draw. Both these 
obstacles have been overcome in the new 
machine. The wrapper is fed in until the 
pointed end is reached; a small knife notches 
the wrapper so that a smooth point is made. 


| & new improved contrivance for cutting off 


the large end is also a feature of the new 
machine. 

The wrapper must be cut especially for 
this machine, for which purpose a die or 
cutter slightly 8“ in form is mounted on 
a sliding carriage. The leaf is laid on this 
cutter and the cutter passes under a roller, 
the freshly cut wrapper dropping through 
underneath. The cutter is keen and cuts 
‘the wrapper out absolutely clean and even. 

The wrapping machine rolls soft green 
cigars as easily as those that have been 
dried in wooden forms. A saving on wrap- 
pers is also made, as the wrapper does not 
have to be as large as would be needed for 
rolling by hand. In short, the machine- 
rolled cigar is to be distinguished from the 
hand-made cigar only by its uniformity and 
accuracy. The operator at this machine re- 
quires some experience, but an expert cigar- 
maker can master the same in a short time, 
when the amount of work turned out is at 
least trebled. The complete machine has 
the appearance of a sewing machine, to be 
run by foot power, but it could be used much 
more to advantage in a factory with an elec- 
tric motor for power. The machine-rolled 
cigar has another advantage over the hand- 
rolled cigar in that it comes infinitely less 
in contact with the hand of the operator, and 
also does away with the not appetizing op- 
eration necessary to make a smooth point. 


Life of German Coal Fields. 
Estimate of Professor Frech as to How 
Long It Will Take to Exhaust the Ex- 
tensive Fuel Supply of the Empire.

LEIPZIG, April 10.—Professor Frech in 
the Magazine for Social Science attempts 
to answer the question: How soon will our 
ooal beds be exhausted?“ According to esti- 
mates made on a recent thorough investiga- 
tion it must be conceded that Germany is the 
richest country in Europe in coal beds, and is 
only behind the United States and north 
China in this respect. For the present Eng- 
land produces more coal, but in such large 
quantities in proportion to the size of the 
deposits that the mines will comparatively 
soon be exhausted. Professor Frech has 
divided the coal-producing districts into four 
periods, as follows: (1) 100 to 200 years, cen- 
tral Bohemia, central France, Kingdom of 
Saxony, Province of Saxony (already nearly 
exhausted), Durham, and Northumberland. 
(2) 200 to 600 years, the most of the other 
English coal deposits, Waldenburg-Schatz- 
lar, northern France (350 to 400 years). 
(3) 600 to 800 years, Saarbruecken (800 years), 
Belgium (800), Westphal (800). (4) More 
than 1,000 years, upper Silesia, Russian-

| Perfects Building Material. 


Wilhelm Schwarz of Zurich Invents 
Method by Which the Manufacture of 
Sandstone Brick Is Made Practicable 
and Profitable. 
[FORE IGN CORRESPONDENCE

LEIPZIG, April 10.—Burnt clay, brick, 
and natural stone have served as buildjng 
materials among nearly all races for many 
ages. Recently a formidable rival has sprung 
up in the sandstone brick. This brick is a 
product of quartziferous sand with which a

small amount of lime is mixed, the whole 


mass being heated with steam under a high 
pressure. The result is an extremely hard, 
water tight product, impervious to frost or 
weather, and unaffected by all acids. Like 
every new industry, sandstone brick making 
has had many technical difficulties to over- 
come, the principal one being that caused by 
changes in the weather. In cold, wet weath- 
er much poorer results quantitatively and 
‘qualitatively were obtained sas, in warm, 
fine weather. 

A number of chemists 3 to invent 
a process by which a uniform degree of ex- 


cellency would be insured, but all failed until 


the Zurich chemist, Wilhelm Schwarz, dis- 


covered a protess by which good results could 


be obtained under all conditions. Schwarz 
found that it was necessary that the mixture 
should always be given an exact quantity of 
moisture, and that the mixture be prepared 
and mixed at a certain temperature so that 
the combination of the silicic acid in the sand 
and the lime should begin before the mixture 
is pressed into forms. In this way all dele- 
terious aeration of the lime is avoided during 
the manufacturing process. For example, 
the aeration of the lime by the carbonic acid 
of the atmosphere. Schwarz has invented a 
process by which the amount of moisture 
can be regulated—namely: mixing dry sand 
with lime in a vacuum so that any aeration 
of the lime by the carbonic acid of the at- 
mosphere is impossible. At the same time 
the temperature is raised to and kept ata 
certain point by steam heat, and then acer- 
tain quantity of moisture in the form of 
steam is admitted. By this means the prepar- 
atory process is safely finished, the action of 
the steam causing’ the condensation of the 
silicic acid in the sand and lime and so giving 
that proportion of cementing particles to the 
product which insures the best results. 

For employing this process a machine has 
been built in which the preparatory and 
working process can be carried out. The 
mixing machine is provided with revolving 
arms for mixing the sand and lime, steam 
tight, and with an air pump attached to ex- 
haust the air and also draw out any excessive 
quality of moisture. Inside is a steam tube 
for admitting the exact quantity of necessary 
steam. By properly managing three valves 
the limestone raw product can be made of 
uniform quality, while formerly ‘several ma- 
chines and apparatus which needed constant 
attention were necessary for making this 
product, and the results were never entirely 

With the Schwarz invention begins a new 
era in the limestone brick industry that will 
be of great importance in all countries and 
particularly in regions where there is no clay 
or natural stone, but where plenty of sand 
is at hand. 


Tale of Twopenny Bun. 
Auguste Van Biene, England’s Famous 
Cellist, Gets Into Trouble by Forgetting 
to Pay for Luncheon at a Warwickshire 

Railway Station.

LONDON,. April 11.—The musical world 
of London is deep in the throes of a remark- 


able scandal. There is no woman in the 


case, either; an innocent little twopenny bun, 
aided and abetted by official red tape, is re- 
sponsible for everything. The victim is no 
less a person than Auguste Van Biene, Eng- 
land’s most famous ‘cellist. When it comes 
to a question of red tape, either in English 
official or railway circles, the ramifications: 
of Mark Twain's Beef Contract,“ Dickens’ 
“Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce,” or even the devious 
ways of Turkish officialdom are not so much 
as a passing circumstance. 

The sorrows of Van Biene came about tin 
this way. While traveling from the north 
to London the train made a two-minute stop 
at Nuneaton, in Warwickshire. Stumbling 
over the legs of two indignant elderly fe- 
males, Van Biene yelled to a guard to open 
the carriage door, rushed into the refresh- 
ment room, and grabbed a twopenny bun off 
the counter. A friend was there on the same 
mission, and conversation occupied the re- 
maining thirty seconds. Van Biene dashed 
back to the train, ate his bun, and was then 
overcome with déspair in the awful thought 


that he had forgotten to pay for it. That 


he realized fully the depths of his crime is 
attested to by the elderly females, who de- 
clared that he was visibly affected when at 
Wilesden an inspector tapped him on the 


shoulder and showed a telegram which stated 


that he had appropriated a bun. 

Mr. Van Biene offered twopence, but it 
was sternly refused. The inspector gravely 
took his name, his address, and suggested 
that some information as to his criminal 
record would perhaps help the investiga- 
‘tion. But the accused wisely referred him 
to his solicitor. That night Mr. Van Biene 
attended the dinner of the Musical Directors’ 
association at the T „where he told 
his experience of the morning and asked 
advice. His associates frankly told him his 
case was serious, and suggested that he go 
on the continent until the affair blew over. 
The great cellist nobly resisted this advice 
and is hourly expecting arrest by a keen one 


from Scotland Yard. As he goes to and 


from the city his meditations take the form 
of revenge on the friend of the refreshment 
room—the real cause, he says, of the great 
bun scandal.

The proposition to advance insurance rates in 


king-house district west of the Stock- 
e in the lumber district, which is to 
come before the Chicago Underwriters’ associa- 
tion this afternoon, promises to make the session 
a lively one. The risks affected are the big 
plants of the packing firms and large stocks of 
lumber, and the insurance value runs up into 
the millions. The reason for taking up the sub- 
ject of an advance in rates is the bad roads in 
both districts, which make it difficult for the

fire quickly. 

All the packing-house firms maintain fire 
brigades as auxiliiaries to the Fire department, 

and many of the packers assert that these private 
fire-fighters are sufficient to put out any or- 
dinary blaze, and for that reason are opposed to 
having their insurance increas 

Said a representative of one of the packing firms 
yesterday: It would be well to give all the 
firms in the district notice that in case the streets 
and roadways in the vicinity of their plants were 
not put in passable condition within four or six 
months that rates would be advanced, but to in- 
crease rates almost without notice is much like 
snap judgment. While the packing-house in- 


| terests generally are not opposed to the proposed 


lan of having the streets put in good order, there 
is a disposition to fight increased rates. As a 
matter of fact we shall expect underwriters who 
have carried our lines in the past to look after 
our interests in the present case.“

These places are 
crowded to the doors at almost every hour 
of the day, and men stand waiting their 
turn to receive food. The union restaurants 
are thus unable to accommodate the demand 
for food, as the time of many men is limited, 
especially during the rush hours of the 
ordinary mealtimes.

vers are making use of a new kind of boycott. | 


They have stationed men, note-book in hand, 
near the entrance of the non-union restau- 
rants, which are the best in the city. These 
watchers are instructed to make a list of all 
men who enter the non-union restaurants 
in search of food, and the unionists threaten 
to make a blacklist of the men who eat food 
in these establishments. The action has de- 
terred many politicians from entering the 
restaurants, and has also kept many of the 
‘Small tradesmen from them as well as large 
employers of labor, as the strikers threaten 
to order a strike in the shop of any man who 
eats in a non-union restaurant.

has been overrun with goldseekers and the 
population of the Territory has increased 
to the extent of many thousands. Last year 
Congress took a step in the right direc: 
tion by enacting a criminal code and pro- 
viding the rudiments of a judicial system 
for Alaska, but the Judges can accomplish 
but little as long as there is no civil gov: 
ernment to provide money, jails, court · 
houses, and other means for conducting] 
their courts. 

Last summer the United States District 
Judge at Sitka passed down the Yukon and 
went through the form of appointing some 
court commissioners and Deputy Marshals, 
but with no practical results. In civil cases) 
there is no court to which miners can appeal 
except at Sitka, and the expense of going 
thither with a case is practically pro- 
hibitory. Major Ray, in command of the 
military districts in northern Alaska, re- 
ports that he has thus far succeeded in 
restraining miners’ meetings from determin- 
ing titles until such time as the disputants 
shall be able to get into court; but in- 
dividual disputes he is unable to settle, and 
there have been some crimes arising out 
of such disputes. The wonder is that there | 
have not been more. Every men is prac- 
tically a law unto himself. If the Alas- 
kan mining population had not been of an 
exceptionally peaceful nature there would 
have been serious results before now. There 
has been an almost entire absence of the 
vicious element that floated into the Cali- 
fornia mining camps and that terrorized 
the Rocky Mountain diggings a generation 
ago. This is fortunate, but it is no 8 
for further Congressional neglect. 

This spring there is an extensive move- 
ment toward the Cape ‘Nome diggings, 
which are far‘the richest deposits yet dis- 
covered in Alaska. It is probable that he. 
fore the summer is over there will be 15,000. 

If Congress 
should fail to pass the Alaskan bill it would 
be a misfortune and a gross injustice to all 
the people in the Territory. The Canadian 
government has not treated its outlying 
provinces with such neglect. The Alaskan 
bill is one of the most important measures 
now before Congress and should be pushed 
to the front without delay.

The first name on the list explains every: 
thing. This particular primary district 
abounds in officeholders because it is the 
home precinct of Lorimer’s home ward.

It is a long 
book with a redundancy of trifling comment 
and incident, which the unprac- 
ticed writer, but at the same time it holds 
the promise of better work. 


Mr. A. F. Dean of this city written a re- 
markably interesting book on The Ra‘ion- 
ale of Fire Rates.“ It is a luminous study 
ef the fire insurance question in its legisla- 
tive and persoral aspects. It is a book for 
the general reader as well as for the insur- 
ande man. Mr. Dean remarks on the curi- 
ous coincidence that the fire tax and the du- 
ties on imports collected by the national gov- 
ernment each aggregate about $150,000,000 
annually. Thus the fire tax is as important 
as the import tax, yet there is no public dis- 
cussion of it, while the tariff is the subject 
of cceans of oratory and editorial comment. 

Every ten years the people pay a sum equal 
to the national debt for protection against 
fire. Shall this vast tax be apportioned by 
chance or by system? If by chance. then the 
competitive arrangement contended for in 


certain anti-trust legislation is the thing to. 


have. If the fire tax is to be apportioned by 
system instead of by surmise, then a uni- 
form fire tariff is as logical and necessary 
as the Wilson or Dingley tariff. This is Mr. 
Dean’s line of argument, and he carries it 
out by showing that the axiom of like 
rates to like Hazards"’ calls for uniformity 
and not for competition, and that such rates 
do not imply the existence of a trust. He 
says it would be impossible to form an in- 


surance monopoly, for this great body of | 


persons, equal to the inhabitants of Boston 
or St. Louis, is in itself ‘‘ embodied strife— 
competition.“ But the insurance question 


is essentially an interstate matter. Uniform. 


insurance rates are as pecessary as uniform 
railway rates. 

“The final desideratum is uniformity in 
the requirements of the States and in the 
usages of the industry—uniform.laws, uni- 


uniform policy blanks, uniform proportion 
of insurance to value. uniform classification, 
uniform rate tariffs that do not discriminate 
among property-owners, and uniform com- 


- mission tariffs that do not discriminate 


among agents or property classes. 

This is but one phase of Mr. Dean’s broad 
discussion of the subject. He covers the 
whole field, and does it logically, forcibly, 
tolerantly, and with noteworthy literary 
grace and ability. The book is published by.

I may state that “both the Duke and 
Duchess of Coburg are heartily sick of their 
German throne, and especially of the sub- 
mission which they are forced as petty Ger- 
man sovereigns to ‘concede to the Kaiser, 
who does not hesitate to exercise his au- 
thority sometimes with a heavy hand. Now 
that the conflict between the crown and 
the Legislature about the crown property 
has been settled, it is probable that the 
Duke will avail himself of the earliest op- 
portunity—probably the attainment of the 
majority of the Duke of Albany on the lat- 
ter’s eighteenth birthday—to abdicate in 
favor of his nephew in order to divide the 
remainder of his days between London, 8t.

her, but no one else would. 
So long as an American man’s business and his 
home get along all right he does not care for the 


rest of the world. 

Women have formed a world of their own and 
do not find their interest in their husband's at- 
fairs, 


“The President’s wife is the first lady of 
the land,” said Mrs. Henrotin, but what 
does that amount to? She is not the recog- 
nized leader of society. She does not at- 
tempt to set up standards of good form. If 
she should criticise some woman that woman 
might feel grieved, but no one else .would 
care at all. When her husband is elected 
she gets some newspaper comment simply 
Decause she is the wife of her ns and 
then she is forgotten.
